WHEAT :  World  production  for  1985/86  is  estimated  at  505.9  million  tons, 
down  4.0  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month  and  down  2  percent 
from  last  year’s  record  harvest.

Projected  yield  is 
virtually  the  same  as  last  year’s  drought-reduced 
level;  however,  estimated  area  is  up  4  percent. 
Above  normal  rains  in  August  and  September  slowed 
the  harvest  pace  and  lowered  crop  quality. 
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o  EC-10  Production  is  estimated  at  68.6  million  tons,  down 

1.5  million  or  2  percent  from  last  month  and  down 
10  percent  from  last  year’s  record  crop. 
Unfavorably  wet  and  cool  August  weather  lowered 
yield  prospects  and  crop  quality  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  the  Netherlands,  Belgium/Luxembourg,  and 
France.  Much  of  the  crop  was  near-harvest  when 
the  persistently  wet  weather  arrived. 


o  East  Europe  Production  is  estimated  at  37.8  million  tons,  down 

1.2  million  or  3  percent  from  last  month  and  down 
9  percent  from  last  year’s  record  crop.  Yield 
prospects  declined  in  Czechoslovakia,  Hungary,  and 
Poland  because  of  wet  and  cool  August  weather. 
However,  favorable  weather  improved  crop  prospects 
in  East  Germany. 
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o  Australia 

Production  is  estimated  at  16.0  million  tons,  down 
1.0  million  or  6  percent  from  last  month  and  down 
14  percent  from  last  year’s  bumper  harvest.  The 
drop  in  prospective  production  is  the  result  of  a 
reduction  in  estimated  planted  area.  August 
rainfall  was  generally  favorable,  particularly  in 
eastern  Australia. 

o  Argentina 

Production  is  estimated  at  11.0  million  tons,  down 
0.5  million  or  4  percent  from  last  month  and  down 
17  percent  from  last  year's  harvest.  The  decline 
from  last  month  is  attributed  to  a  lower  than 
expected  planted  area,  now  estimated  at  5  percent 
below  last  year.  Recently,  widespread  rains  fell 
over  most  major  growing  areas  and  generally 
improved  soil  moisture  and  growing  conditions, 
particularly  in  the  drier-than-normal  southern 
growing  region. 

o  Brazil 

Production  is  estimated  at  2.9  million  tons,  up 

0.7  million  or  32  percent  from  last  month  and  up 

53  percent  from  last  year's  crop.  The  Increase 
from  last  month  is  attributed  to  a  slight  rise  in 
estimated  area  and  record  yield  prospects. 

COARSE  GRAINS :  World 

production  for  1985/86  is  estimated  at  a  record  839.8 

million  tons,  up  2.5  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month  and  up  4 
percent  from  last  year.  Important  changes  from  a  month  ago  include  the 


following: 

o  United  States 

Production  is  estimated  at  a  record  265.4  million 
tons,  up  7.7  million  or  3  percent  from  last  month 
and  up  12  percent  from  last  year.  Most  of  the 
increase  was  in  corn  and  sorghum.  Corn  production 
is  projected  at  a  record  215.1  million  tons,  an 
increase  of  5.2  million  or  2  percent  from  last 
month,  11  percent  from  last  year  and  3  percent 
above  the  previous  record  1982/83  crop.  Sorghum 
production  is  estimated  at  a  record  28.9  million 
tons,  2.3  million  or  9  percent  above  last  month 
and  32  percent  above  last  year's  harvest. 

o  East  Europe 

Production  is  estimated  at  65.4  million  tons,  down 
4.8  million  or  7  percent  from  last  month  and  down 
11  percent  from  last  year's  record  crop. 

Unfavorably  hot,  dry  weather  in  Yugoslavia  and 
Bulgaria  lowered  corn  yield  prospects.  Com 
production  in  Yugoslavia  is  estimated  at  8.5 
million  tons,  down  25  percent  from  last  year's 
record  harvest,  while  corn  production  in  Bulgaria 
is  expected  to  fall  by  22  percent.  Heavy  August 
rains  lowered  crop  prospects  in  Poland  and 
Czechoslovakia . 
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o  China 

Production  is  estimated  at  92.0  million  tons,  down 
1.0  million  or  1  percent  from  last  month  and  down 

5  percent  from  last  year.  The  drop  in  estimated 
corn  production  resulted  from  a  decrease  in 
expected  yields.  Excessive  rainfall  in  the 
northeast  and  dry  weather  in  central  China  have 
reduced  expected  corn  yields. 

o  Australia 

Production  is  estimated  at  7.7  million  tons,  down 
0.8  million  or  9  percent  from  last  month  and  last 
year.  The  reduction  is  a  result  of  a  10-percent 
decline  in  estimated  plantings  with  most  of  the 
decrease  in  barley  and  oats.  August  rainfall  was 
generally  favorable. 

o  Canada 

Production  is  estimated  at  23.5  million  tons,  up 
1.0  million  or  4  percent  from  last  month  and  up  7 
percent  from  last  year’s  drought-reduced  harvest. 
The  increase  is  mostly  attributed  to  a  rise  in 
projected  corn  and  barley  yields.  Persistent 
rains  have  delayed  harvesting  in  the  Prairie 
Provinces . 

o  Thailand 

Production  is  estimated  at  a  record  5.6  million 
tons,  up  0.3  million  or  5  percent  from  last  month 
and  up  18  percent  from  last  year.  A  rise  in  corn 
area  and  favorable  growing  conditions  have 
resulted  in  larger  crop  prospects.  The  increase 
in  corn  area  is  attributed  to  a  shift  away  from 
cassava. 

RICE  (MILLED-BASIS): 

World  production  for  1985/86  is  projected  at  315.7 

million,  tons,  down  3.9  million  or  1  percent  from  last  month  and  also  1  percent 
below  last  year’s  record  crop.  Important  changes  from  a  month  ago  include  the 


following: 

o  China 

Production  is  estimated  at  120.4  million  tons, 
down  4.2  million  or  3  percent  from  last  month  and 
down  3  percent  from  last  year’s  record  harvest. 

The  reduction  is  attributed  to  unfavorably  dry 
weather  in  central  China  and  the  effects  of 
typhoons  in  the  northeast  and  the  southern 
provinces . 

o  Japan 

Production  is  estimated  at  10.6  million  tons,  up 
0.4  million  or  4  percent  from  last  month,  but  down 
2  percent  from  last  year’s  bumper  harvest.  The 
rise  in  production  is  attributed  to  excellent 
weather  since  mid-August. 
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OILSEEDS :  World  production  for  1985/86  is  estimated  at  a  record  194.9 
million  tons,  up  3.1  million  or  2  percent  from  last  month  and  up  4  percent 
rom  last  year.  U.S.  production  is  estimated  at  64.7  million  tons,  up  2.8 
million  or  4  percent  from  last  month  and  up  9  percent  from  last  year.  Foreign 
production  is  estimated  at  130.2  million  tons,  up  0.3  million  or  less  than  1 
percent  from  last  month  and  up  2  percent  from  last  year. 


*  Soybeans:  World  production  for  1985/86  is  estimated  at  a  record  97.1 
million  tons,  up  2.8  million  or  3  percent  from  last  month  and  up  7 

percent  from  last  year.  An  important  change  from  last  month  is  the 
following: 

o  United  States  Production  is  estimated  at  56.1  million  tons,  up 

2.8  million  or  5  percent  from  last  month  and  up  11 
percent  from  last  year.  A  record  average  yield  of 
2.23  tons  per  hectare  is  forecast  by  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board. 

Cottonseed:  World  production  for  1985/86  is  estimated  at  30.7  million 
tons,  up  marginally  from  last  month,  but  down  7  percent  from  last  year.

Relatively  strong 
domestic  prices  and  excellent  rains  in  the  major 
producing  state  of  Entre  Rios  have  encouraged 
farmers  to  increase  planted  area. 

Production  is  estimated  at  0.9  million  tons,  up 
0.2  million  or  20  percent  from  last  month  and  up 
30  percent  from  last  year.  Record  yields  are 
expected  to  result  in  the  highest  production  since 
1.2  million  tons  were  produced  in  1970/71.

COTTON :  World  production  for  1985/86  is  estimated  at  79.7  million  bales,  up 
0.2  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month,  but  down  8  percent  from 
last  year’s  record  crop.  U.S.  production  is  estimated  at  13.7  million  bales, 
down  0.1  million  or  1  percent  from  last  month,  but  up  5  percent  from  last 
year.  Foreign  production  is  estimated  at  66.1  million  bales,  up  0.3  million 
or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month,  but  down  10  percent  from  last  year. 

An  important  change  from  last  month  is  the  following: 

o  Egypt  Production  is  estimated  at  2.3  million  bales,  up 

0.3  million  or  13  percent  from  last  month  and  up 
22  percent  from  last  year.  Estimated  area 
increased  9  percent  and  yield  prospects  are  up 
marginally  from  last  month.

foreign  source  materials  and  results  of  office  analysis.  Estimates  of  U.S.
